READ TO SOLDIERS 


Jurisdiction and Authority of Courts-Martial— 
Outpost at Golden Cycle Mine— Damage 
Suits Threatened.

Cripple Creek, 
Sept. 15.—The 
boys 
have stayed pretty close to their tents 
in Cam p Goldfield today, as sleet and 
snow has been falling and bitter cold 
w eather has prevailed the entire day. 
However, the .m en are all receiving 
w inter underclothing, shoes, gloves and 
shirts, and are in good shape to w ith­ 
stan d the cold snap. 


The building of wooden mess houses, 
officers quarters, and floors in all the 
ten ts is nearly completed. 


E arly 
this m orning a court-mart/ial 
w as held under command of Lieuten­ 
an t General Davis of Colorado Springs 
and several prisoners were brought be­ 
fore th e court. 
The nature of 
the 
charges and the results of the trials 
were not made public. 


Shortly afterw ard general orders were 
issued by general Bell that the a r ­ 
ticles of w ar contained in the laws und 
regulations of the National guard 
of 
Colorado, pages \u . r.G to 7S, inclusive, 
be read as required by article 128 therof. 


In clu d es D eath P en alty . 


The articles w hich'apply to conditions 
in Cripple Creek district »it present, arc 
num bered 45 and 4« of the articles of 
w ar and these paragraphs read as fol­ 
lows: 


“No. 4f>. W hosocvpr relieves the enemy 
"'Hh money, v iciiric ur am m unition or 
knowingly offers or protects an enemy 
shall suffer death or such other punish­ 
ment as the court-m artial shall direct. 


“ No 
46. 
W hosoever 
holds 
corre­ 
spondence with or gives intelligence to 
the enemy either directly or indirectly, 
shall suffer death oi such other pun­ 
ishm ent as the court-m artial shall di­ 
rect.” 


The reading of these orders is de­ 
signed to convince the skeptical that 
(he officials of the state government 
and the officers in command at Tamp 
Coldfield are confident that they are 
vested with the prop-r authority to 
cope with the situation. 
When asked 
If the orders applied to civilians as well 
as soldiers. General Bel! replied: 


‘■yes. and to some that pretend to 
bp citizen^ ami are not.”

Jacksonville. Fla.. Sept. 15.—F urther 
news of the storm continues to arrive, 
though a large part of the storm -sw ept 
area has not been heard from. W ires 
are still down and it is impossible to get 
trains through on account of washouts. 


Three negroes were killed by falling 
tim bers a t the cam p of the Cummer 
Lum ber company near Gainesville. An­ 
other was probably fatally hurt. Sev­ 
eral houses were wrecked. 


At M ulberry the phosphate mines are 
said to be greatly dam aged. They have 
been compelled to shut down on account 
of the high water. From all parts of 
the state great dam age to the turpen­ 
tine industry is reported. 


W ire connection was made tonight 
with Arcadia, in De Soto county, about 
40 miles south of Tam pa. A special 
from there says the dam age to the 
orange groves is very great. Orange­ 
men estim ate the loss to the crop from 
25 to 40 per cent. Many houses were 
blown down, b u t only one m an w as 
killed.

BULGARIANS NOT 


ACTING HASTILY 


NO IM PO R T A N T ST EP L IK E L Y TO 
BE T A K E N P E N D IN G R E ­ 
P L Y FROM PO W ERS. 


Sofia, Sept. 15.—No im portant step 
is likely to be taken at the. present 
critical juncture, pending the return 
to the capital of Prince Ferdinand and 
a reply from the powers or some in ti­ 
m ation from them in response to Bul­ 
garia’s note. 


The air here is filled w ith rum ors of 
mobilization. 
It is alleged th at the 
first three divisions of Lhu arm y, hav­ 
ing their centers at Sofia. Philippop- 
olis and Slivnac, have been called out. 
In official quarters, however, it is de­ 
clared th a t the only step actually de­ 
cided upon is the sum m oning to the 
colors of the first three divisions who 
retired from the arm y during the last 
three years. 
T his will give a. force of 
lu,000 men who will be chiefly em ­ 
ployed in strengthening 
the 
troops 
along the frontier. 


It is expected th a t a week wilj suf­ 
fice to enable the m inistry to judge of 
the extent to w hich the final appeal 
to the powers is likely to prove suc­ 
cessful. 
Doubts are expressed in dip­ 
lom atic circles w hether th e Bulgarian 
note w ill bring any decisive Results, 
but there is every disposition to rec­ 
ognize 
the 
sincerity 
of 
the 
m inistry’s attitude and 
its 
complete 
justification for issuing such a docu­ 
m ent, in view of the im m ense forces 
that T urkey is gathering in threaten­ 
ingly close proxim ity to the B ulgarian 
frontier. 


It is stated th at the porte has pro­ 
tested to A ustria against A ustrian and 
H ungarian firms being allowed to fur­ 
nish cartridges to the B ulgarian gov­ 
ernm ent a t the present time.

servants and women.

IS IMPROVING 


H IS P H Y S IC IA N DOES NOT CON­ 
S ID E R H IM TO BE IN D A N - 
EROUS CONDITION.

I do not consider him in a dangerous 
condition. 
Tem perature 99, pulse 66. 
U nless som e new developm ent occurs, 
I certainly expect him to get well. He 
sustained no injury from the railroad 
wreck near Chicago. 


“W. H. Buchtel, M. D.” 
Mr. Lennox has been w ith Senator 
Scott since he was first taken sick and 
will rem ove him to Colorado Springs 
as soon as his physician considers it 
safe.

“I am a free trad er, b u t n o t of th e 
p a tte rn w hich holds th a t the doctrine 
of free trad e is so u n iv ersal in its ap ­ 
p lication and1 so capable of an exact 
expression th a t ev ery conclusion to 
w hich it log ically leads m u st be ac­ 
cepted w ith o u t h esitatio n and w ith ­ 
out reserv e.” 


T he argum ents presented through­ 
out the pam phlet

from 
those already enunciated, but th<: jiif- 
m ier points out th a t as a result of 
E ngland’s policy of retaining a fiscal 
policy made for a free trade country in 
a world of free traders, not for a free 
trade country in a world of protection­ 
ists, the rate of her export trade has 
not increased and in fact has seriously 
dim inished.

Ogden, Utah, Sept, 14.—When Senator 
W. A. Clark of Montana, as president 
of the National Irrigation congress calls 
to order the first session of the annual 
meeting of that body in the Tabernacle 
tomorrow there will probably be gath­ 
ered the largest number of representa­ 
tives to an irrigation congress that have 
met since the inception of the move­ 
ment in 1891. 


Every train today brought in dele­ 
gates by the hundreds, representatives 
from the far eastern.tier of the so-called 
semi-arld states being /âmong the early 
arrivals. It is expected that nearly 1,500 
representatives of boards of trade, com­ 
mercial clubs, chambers .of commerce 
and business organizations of all kinds 
and of state and municipal governments 
of the great west will be present. 


The speakers on thé various subjects 
will include, besides Secretary of Agri­ 
culture Wilson, United States Senators 
Clark and Gibson of Montana, Dubois 
of Idaho, Warren of Wyoming, and 
Burton of Kansas. 
Senators Kearns 
and Smoot of Utah are expected to 
speak informally. Every phase of. the 
subject of irrigation will be discussed 
and the closely-allied subjects of colon­ 
ization of the great plains and ranges 
of the west -will receive mttch attention. 


Practical illustrations of what Irriga­ 
tion is doing for the west will be lack­ 
ing. From all quarters are coming large 
exhibits of grain and fruits, grown in 
soil that a few years ago was consid­ 
ered utterly useless« to compete for the 
rich prizes and valuable' cups offered, 
and this horticultural exhibit bids fair 
to be one of the most unique sa well as 
most elaborate ever shown,:. Even from 
across the great American desert drawn 
in six “prairie schooners" is coming an 
exhibit of fruit-and grain grown in the 
midst of alkali wastes. Practical illus­ 
trations of methodssof irrigation will he 
given, and a good part ofone day.-will 
be devoted by the delegates to this fea­ 
ture.

Sm a ll Farm s. 


The natural tendency of irrigation 
is to make little farms. 
The reasons 
aro obvious enough to anyon e, who 
gives the subject the slightest thought. 


To begin with, in the region where 
itrigation is necessary to produce reg­ 
ular crops, there is much more land 
than water. 
Of course, no one can 
now tell the ultimate lim itation of the 
water supply since we are just upon 
the threshold of anything approaching 
scientific development of this wonder­ 
ful domain. 
What has been done thus 
far has been done wastefully and by 
those crude methods which pioneers 
employ when getting a foothold in a 


now country. 


Doubtless the visible supply of water 
w ill be made to cover more land than 
It x o w does as better methods are grad­ 
ually worked out and put into prac­ 
tice.

or in the 
hearse. 
The deceased is dressed in his 
bet4 array. 
T he lid oi the coffin, cov­ 
ered w ith satin and adorned w ith a 
w reath, is borne high aloft like, a ban­ 
ner in front of those who carry the 
coffin. 
A cross is carried before these, 
followed by 
priests 
and attendants. 
The friends, men and women, walk 
alcng after the deceased in a throng 
w ithout order. 
At the church, amid 
burning candles, the clerical oiflcee are 
rocited and sung 
and the m ourners 
proceed to take leave of the deceased. 
Cries break forth, lam entations, vocif­ 
erations, teajs, shrieks, the cheeks of 
the dead are kissed, the lips, the hands 
—one exhorts th e other to greater ve­ 
hem ence. T he g reatest uproar resounds 
through

church.

at the time of their application be inmates of said home. 


A suitable sum, not exceeding the sum of one million 
dollars ($1,000,000) out of this bequest shall be expended 
in purchasing suitable grounds and a site for said home 
within the county of El Paso and state of Colorado, and in 
erecting, furnishing and equipping the necessary build­ 
ings for the use of the inm ates of said home and for tho 
m aintenance of careful supervision over the erection of 
said buildings and improvements and beautification of 
said grounds. 
All the balance and rem ainder of this 
bequest shall be kept carefully invested in good and safe 
interest-bearing securities, and all the proceeds or income 
derived from such investments shall be expended under 
the direction of the trustees, directors or managers of 
said corporation with the by-laws of said corporation, for 
the m aintenance and support of said home and to the 
payment of all expenses of repairing, superintending and 
conducting tho same, including suitable compensation 
to said trustees, all of which expenditures and disburse­ 
ments shall be subject to the inspection and approval of

Social Impossibilities of a Generation 
Ago Now Among Its Leaders. 


Everybody who is fam iliar with New 
York and Newport society of the pres­ 
ent, and who is old enough to be able 
to loo.k back to even a single generation 
ago, knows that it is composed mainly 
of people then 
in relatively 
humble 
circumstances, says the New York Sun. 
The names of the social heroes and 
heroines so voluminously celebrated 
in papers far and near are usually 
names which were utterly unknown to 
the circle of fashion fifty years ago; 
yes, twenty-five years ago. Yet often­ 
times these are the very people who 
give to it its present distinction. Us­ 
ually they were graduated into it na­ 
turally, but there are examples enough 
among them of the “social climber.” 


Really, th at society, so far from hav­ 
ing been exclusive, has been democratic 
a n d .it is democratic still; though, of 
course, fashion is expensive. At any 
rate, it is exacting in its demand that 
whoever would be of it must be a fac­ 
tor contributing to its . aniusement. As 
its attitude to the divorced and the re­ 
married «indicates, it fs liberal In the ex­ 
treme and it is not thin-skinned. There 
seems to be no excuse for "climbing” 
over the fence of its preserve, so easy 
has it been for anyone who had the a t­ 
tributes aild accessories requisite to get 
into it. Go over its history and you will 
find th at some of- its- chief figures now 
were seemingly social impossibilities a 
generation'ago. Read, the diaiies or a> 
fashionable life in: New York, even df 
the generation immediately 
preceding 
the civil war, and ".with very few ex­ 
ceptions you wili.flnd unmentioned the 
nam esofrfam llles 6t most present so- 
ciardiatlnillon. • • 


That is/ so far from falling into deca­ 
dence, this society has, been continually 
freBhened' With new vigor. It has not 
kept up a* feeble existence by the pro­ 
cess of breeding in and'in, but Its vi­ 
tality Has'been invigorated steadily by 
taking In -fresh blood, until now it is 
thoroughly‘transformed. To this trans­ 
formation both the west and 
south 


have contributed. It is not an aristo­ 
cratic society in any sense, but is dis­ 
tinctively democratic. It is not deca­ 
dent, but is very much alive. Possibly 
Newport will pass out of vogue, but 
its decadence will not be due to any 
“invasion from the west," nor to any 
moral degeneration peculiar to the so­ 
ciety affecting th at place. 
Newport’s 
social fame can only fall away when 
the fashionable crowd has grown tired 
of it and finds some other place where 
it can amuse 
itself 
better. 
“Social 
climbing” will not kill it, because its 
fashionable population already consists 
in cl^ief part of people who would have 
been* stigmatized as “climbers” a gen­ 
eration ago if they had assumed to as­ 
pire to fashionable elevation.

Phil May, the English artist, in his youth 
worked on the Bulletin of Sydney, Aus­ 
tralia. Occasionally the y.oung man would 
be assigned to the police courts, and from 
these assignments he Would bring back 
some admirable sketches.

Such a move as this will awaken great political ac- 
tn lt.y, for the establishment of department headquarters 
and new g w is o u s is a more prolific of strenuous effort 
on tiie part oi members of congress, and of bitter contro­ 
versy between neighboring communities. 


ih c re are now fnine military departments within the 
boundaries of the Ifnited States. 
Secretary Root has long 
entertained the belief that Lhu departments as now consti­ 
tuted were not as they should be. 
The theory upon which 
they are established is entirely based on transportation 
facilities, and when the troops were distributed over the 
country in permanent quarters many years ago, these 
facilities were at a low point. 
Since that time thousands 
of miles of new railroads have been constructed, stage 
lines h b e e n changed or abolLshed, and the character of 
the army itself is not exactly as it was. 
l o r all these 
reasons it is considered best, in the modernizing of the 
m ilita n arm of the United States which is now in prog­ 
ress, to conform the location of troops to the possible needs 
of the country. 
General Sheridan built a line of posts 
along the frontier from Texas to Montana. 
These posts 
aie now obsolete, and the greatest need of troops is not 
upon the prairies but near great cities or at points from 
which thc\ can be moved with great rapidity on numerous 
lines of railroad. 


D E P A R T M E N T O F K A N S A S . 


The tirst, thing done will be the creation of a ucav de­ 
partm ent to be known as th:; Department of Kansas. 
This 
will include Kansas, Missouri, Oklahoma, and Arizona, 
■New Mexico and .Indian territories. 
I he headquarters of 
this department will be presumably at Kansas City, and 
will be quite 4 trium ph for that town, as for years past a 
bitter controversy has been maintained with Omaha over 
the location at the latter place of the headquarters of the 
Department of the Platte. 


The .Department of the East, with headquarters at 
Governor’s Island, is now an immense and unwieldy insti­ 
tution, with nearly seventy garrisons under its jurisdiction. 
A Department, of the Atlantic will therefore result from a 
division of the eastern territory. 
Several other divisions 
arc contemplated, and also what is rather a reversal of a 
recent policy in the distribution of troops. 
P rior lo the 
Spanish war, the idea took strong hold of the war depart­ 


ment that the regular arijiv should be concentrated in largo 
posts at railroad centers. 
This idea originated and was 
strongly advocated by General Ruger. 
Xow it. is proposed 
not only to item ise the garrisons already established but 
possibly to occupy military reservations which have quite 
recently been abandoned. 
■ 


Thevarm yis now three limes as largo as it was before 
the war with Spain. 
The troops are coming homo from 
the Philippines in large numbers, and places must lie found 
for them. 
The homennilitary establishment is more for­ 
midable than ever before and the general staff will give a 
great deal of consideration lo its proper distribution and 
housing, with the result that many western communities 
will again receive the bcnetit of government expendituro 
in their neighborhood. 


The war department is gaily sailing into a political 
situation, not yet fully appreciated in all its importance, 
by thus undertaking to redistibute the army within the 
congressional districts. 
In the past it has taken a bold sec­ 
retary of war to abolish an army post, or decide between 
the claims of two rival towns f o r the establishment of a* 
new one. 
Armv officers regard with equanimity, how­ 
ever, any possible complications which may arise in this 
direction, for every new department created means a dig­ 
nified command for another brigadier general, and the cre­ 
ation of quite a number of good positions 011 his staff. 
The 
army at present- is a little long on brigadiers and short 011 
satisfactory places for them to settle down while llioy arc 
awaiting retirement. 
The effect of another draft, upon the 
line for more staff officers will have, a bad effect upon the 
army, as m any companies of infantry and troops oii cav­ 
alry are now commanded by second lieutenants, many of 
Iheni appointed f r o m civil life, and who do not know as 
much about their duty as an enlisted man w ho has served 
a couple of years. 
The shortage of officers is felt in all 
branches of the service. 
There are now U!> vacancies in the 
rank of second lieutenant, and with few exceptions these 
will have to be filled from civil life. 


S T A UNA T I O N I N P R O M O T I O N S . 


Regular army officers stationed in Washington have 
been studying the official list with considerable interest 
and not a little alarm. 
L’pon examination of this list it 
is found that within a year or so *11 of the older men will 
have retired from the service and that beardless boys will 
wear all the shoulder straps. 
The direct, result of this con­ 
dition will be to produce such a stagnation in promotion 
as will make tin* army unpopular, as it was prior to the 
war with Spain. 
Promotion will only come by death or 
resignation, and in time of peace, deaths are not frequent 


enough, and in all times resignations are so exceptional 
that a man well down the list will view his chances of a 
rise with gloomy forebodings that he may be retired in a 
m i n o r rank. 
The list, of captains, for instance, which 
numbers nearly three hundred, shows that hardly a score 
are above middle age, and as there are only very few 
offices in the higher ranks when' retirement is imminent, 
the line will move up slowly.

Leo Straub Talks of Mr. Stratton’s Park Plans

' H E ANNIVERSARY of the' death 
of W infield Scott. S tratton, who 
died Septem ber 14, 1902, makes 
of especial interest a conversation en­ 
joyed a few days ago by a reporter of 
the Gazette with Leo. C. Straub. 


Mr. Straub 
was 
a friend of Mr. 
S tratto n for m any years and has been 
the landscape gardener and caretaker 
at S tratton park ever since the park 
was made. 


île said: 


“ I got acquainted w ith Mr. Stratton 
in 1884. 
lie then lived in Mr. Rus­ 
sell's building, beneath the Odd Fellows 
liall, and I V iaited w ith him nearly 
every evening w hile he was there. 


“ He said to me ono evening when we 
vert: talking about m ining. ‘Things are 
getting too hard,' for we could not 
get work here. 
H e said: ‘We had bet­ 
ter go m ining in San Juan as partners.’ 
He said: ‘I am going to m ake m il­ 
lions, and I believe : am going to m ake 
them in San Ju an .’ 
I said: ‘Well, I 
o o irt kr.ow; a great m any people go 
hicko m ining.’ 
‘Well, Leo,' said S trat­ 
um. ‘I am going to make m illions.’ 


T abor and H ill. 


“T hen he began to talk of Senators 
T abor and H ill, and of their wealth, 
iiiia said he was going to m ake money 
like 
they did. 
‘Certainly, when we 
m ake th is m oney,’ Mr. Stratton said, 


‘we will not do as H ill and T abor did, 
01' spend the money foolishly. 
Now,’ 
he s-atd. ‘if they had sym pathy for the 
poor, and if they would go to work, 
tako their money, and give it for some 
bcneflrial purpose; build a home for 
the m iners—the crippled and old m in- 
eri.- -how m uch better it would be.’ 
“He said: ‘Now when 1 get th e m il­ 
lions. I am going to put up a home 
t’ji the m iners; a big building.’ 


“ One evening I said to Mr. S tratton: 
'You are building castles in the air.’ 
[ told him th a t m ost m en don’t like 
to go to a poorhouse, but would rath er 
stay out on the m ountains, even if 
cnppled. 
‘Well, he said, ‘Leo, it is not 
going to be a poorhouse. 
The people 
are to live in it like gentlem en, ju st 
ike as if they owned it.’ 
H e said: 
.‘The house will not belong to me, or 
to you, or to them, but to all of us; 
aii-l when you and I gpt old, we will 
go and live w ith them ourselves. They 
are to havo good clothes and food; it’ll 
be no poorhouse, it will be a home, 
and they w ill be treated the same as if 
tliey were the owners.’

provide for Ijim under the sam e cir- 
cuii'stances. 


Stratton, we'll do 
so .’ but at, the same tim e 1 thought 
he was building castles in lhe air. 


‘'A nother day he got tn talking about 
tho town. 
Ho said: 't tell you when 
we get this money we’ll build a street 
car system or a railroad line. 
Now,' 
h*: said, ‘my greatest pleasure will be 
to pive work to all of those poor people 
who have 
fam ilies 
to provide for.’ 
Then lie said: 'I'll buy a piece of prop­ 
el ty and build a park for the public, 
to give men work, and then open it 
lo the public so th a t everyone can en­ 
joy them selves, free. 
And, Leo,’ he 
said, ‘you will have to look after the 
park for me.’ 
1 said: ‘T hat will be all 
right if we can get the m oney.’ 
S trat­ 
ton said: 'I m ade up my m ind when I 


wes a boy that I was going to be a m il­ 
lionaire, and th at I would do good with 
the money and use it to help others.’ 
Most people do not know w hat a good, 
generous heart Mr. S tratton had, and 
how he planned to help others who 
were needy and worthy.

“Then in the fall of 1901. Mr. Stratton 
su it for me and asked me to go out 


to Cheyenne canon w ith him, saying 
thnt he was building a park out there 
M-. Stratton had never said anything 
to nit about huilding a park here before 
but 1 had alw ays thought that a. nice 
park could be built, near the entrance 
to the canons, though I had never told 
him so. 
W hen we got to the place 
where he wanted his park, Mr. Stratton 
said: 'Leo. w hat do you think of this? 
Can you m ake a park out of th is?’ 
I said: 'Mr. Stratton, if you have money 
enough to back ms, wo can mal^e a 
park out. of it.’ 
Mr. S tratton looked at 
mo and laughed; then lie said: 
‘Go 
ahead.' 


“He let me have full control to do 
as I thought best. 
One da”, when he 
was out at the park, he said: 'W hen 
this park is built, it is yours and mine; 
and it. is not yours or mine, but every­ 
body’s.’ 


“A nother plan of Mr. S tratto n ’s was 
to park th e ¿¡0 acres 011 the upland 
south of the present park. 
His wish 
was to m ake it ju st as good as the 
park below and only three weeks be­ 
fore his death ho was out talking with 
me about the work. 


“ I rem em ber 
th at he proposed to 
m ake a boulevard through the property 
so that people m ight go in a t the east 
erd from the county road and come out 
at the west end.

He clim bs steeples and ventures out 
on rickety cornices and up tremulous 
chim neys tor a living, and to look at 
him you would not think b e had a nerve 
in his body, says the New' York Sun.

THE ROLES OF WAR 


READ TO SOLDIERS 


Jurisdiction and Authority of Courts-Martial-- 


Outpost at Golden Cycle Mine—Damage 


Suits Threatened.

Cripple Creek, Sept. IB.—The 
boys 
have stayed pretty close to their tents 
in Camp Goldfield today, as sleet and 
snow has been falling and bitter1 cold 
weather has prevailed the entire day. 
However, the .men are all receiving 
winter underclothing, shoes, gloves and 
shirts, ana are In good shape to with- 
stand,the cold snap. 


The building of wooden mess houses, 
officers quarters, and floors'in all the 
tents Is nearly completed. 


Early this morning a court-martial 
was held under command of Lieuten- 
ant General Davis of Colorado Springs 
and several prisoners were brought be- 
fore the court. 
The nature of the 
charges and the results of the trials 
were not'made public. 


Shortly afterward general orders were 
issued by General Bell that the ar- 
ticles of war contained in the laws and 
regulations of the National guard or 
Colorado, pages No. DO to 78, inclusive, 
be read as required by article 128 therof. 


Includes Death Penalty. 


.The articles whlch'apply to conditions 
in Cripple Creek district at present, are 
numbered 45 and 46 of the articles of 
war and these paragraphs read as fol- 
lows: 
. 


"No. 45. Whosoever relieves the enemy 
with money, victuals or ammunition or 
knowingly offers or protects an-enemy 
Shall suffer death or such .other punish- 
ment as the court-martial shall direct. 
"No 
46. Whosoever -holds corre- 
spondence with or gives Intelligence to 
the enemy either directly or indirectly, 
shall suffer death or such other pun- 
ishment as the court-martial shall di- 
rect." 
The reading of these orders'Is de- 
signed to convince the skeptical that 
t-hfe '"officials of the state government 
arid: the officers In ppmmand at Camp 
Obldfleld are confident that they are 
vested with the proper authority to 
rope with the situation. When asked 
If'the orders applied to civilians as well 
ag soldiers, General Bell replied: 
• 
"yes. and-to some 'that pretend to 


be citlzenp and are not."

is likely to be taken at the present 
critical juncture, pending, the return 
to the capital of Prince Ferdinand and 
a reply from the powers or some inti- 
mation from them in response to Bul- 
garia's note.

The air here is filled with rumors of 


mobilization. 
It is alleged that the 


first three divisions of the army, hav- 
ing their centers at Sofia, Phillppop- 
olis and Slivnac, have been called out. 
In official quarters, however, it is de- 
clared that the only step actually de- 
cided upon is the summoning, to the 
colors of the first three divisions who 
retired from the army during the last 
three years. This will give' a force of 
1U.OOO men who will be chiefly em- 
ployed in. strengthening the troops 
along the frontier. 


It is expected that a week wiU suf- 


fice to .enable the ministry to judge of 
the extent to -which the final appeal 
to the powers is likely to prove suc- 
cessful.

issued tonight the advance sheets of a 
pamphlet on the subject, "Insular Free 
Trade, In which he presents at length 
arguments in favor of a change In 
Great Britain's fiscal 'policy. 


In Introducing 
the pamphlet Mr. 


Balfour says his purpose lu Issuing (t 
Is that it would be Impossible to put all 
the important points of this question 
within the limits of a single Bpnooli 
and therefore he says the pntnpbtet 
may be a fitting .preliminary to 'he- 
speech which ho will shortly make, 
This undoubtedly refers to the speecti 
Mr. Balfour will make at Sheffield, Oc- 
tober 1.

Free Trader's Standpoint. 


Mr. Balfour says he' approaches the 


subject from the standpoint of a free 
trader'as far as the contemporary cir- 
cumstances will permit. He continues: 
"I am a free trader, but not of the 


pattern which holds.that the doctrine 
of free trade is so universal in its ap- 
plication and/ so-capable of an exact 
expression that every conclusion to 
which it logically leads must be ac- 
cepted without hesitation and with- 
out reserve." 


The arguments presented through- 


out the pamphlet 
vary little 
from 


those already enunciated, but tho nu- 
mier points out that as a result of 
England's policy of retaining a fiscal 
policy made for a free trade country in 
a world of free traders,. not, for n froe 
trade country In a world of protection- 
ists, the rate of her export trade has 
not Increased and in fact .has. seriounly 
diminished:. 


Compared with past years some de- 


partments 'show no increase, while 
others show symptoms of decay. The 
premier asserts that there IB no reason 
to expect an Improvement. Meanwhile 
Germany, America, France, Russia and 
even Great Britain herself 
governing 


colonies continues to build up a pro- 
tected interest within their borders. 


' Former Mistakes. 


Mr. Balfour nays the mistakes made 


by. the free traders half a century ago 
have left Great Britain bearing all 
the burdens and enjoying only half 
the advantages which'should attach to 


He devotes much, space to the effect 


o-f protection upon commerce in coun- 
tries In which • protection: exists. This, 
•the'premier points, out,: is-to the dis- 
advantage of the British manufacturer 
who is unable to compete with the 
manufacturer who is able, to sell 
abroad, at 
a lower price than he 


charges for. the same articles at home. 
He gives an Instance of German steel 
in this particular, ; saying that it ia 
selling cheaper in England than the

Mr. Balfour declares that the optim- 


ists who advocates a continuance of 
the free trade policy in spite of the in- 
jury worked by protection on Great 
Britain's interests are foolish and their 
arguments little short of reckless. The 
only possible hope of a mitigation of 
the evil is through negotiation which 
he says can only appeal to self-interest 
In foreign protected countries and in 
the case of the colonies to self-Interest 
coupled with sentiment. 


Mr. Balfour concludes: 
"Were I proved to be wrong my 
opinion on . the fundamental question 
would remain unchanged. Where we 
fail others may succeed. 


A Matter of Self-Defense. 


"It cannot be. right for a country 


with. free trade ideals to. enter into 
competition with protectionist rivals, 
self-deprived of the only instrument 
whereby 'their policy can "conceivably 
be modified. 


"The most essential'object of our 


national efforts should be to get rid 
of the bonds in which, we have gra- 
tuitously entangled ourselves. 
The 


precise manner in which we should 
use our regained liberty is important, 
yet after all,only a secondary issue." 


Mr. Balfour's pamphlet is a reprint 


of one circulated among his colleagues 
in the cab'inet in the early part of 
August and is now published, he says, 
because he thinks it might interest a 
larger circle than that for which It 
was originally . written.. The publica- 
tion of the pamphlet immediately after 
the momentous • cabinet council held 
yesterday, and today indicates that it 
embodies a statement of policy accept- 
ed or rather acquiesced in by the ma- 
jority of the cabinet 
' If this assumption

Ogden, Utah, Sept. 15.—At the after- 
noon session of the National Irrigation 
congress the following message from 
[President Roosevelt, received this after- 
noon, was read:

feasible projects are always 
large and costly because private enter- 
prise has already seized upon the small- 
er and less expensive ones, leaving to 
Ihe government the great works which 
are to be an essential part In bringing 
ithe nation to its full development. Great 
pare and the highest engineering skill 
lore required to-plan and build such' 
(works, which are among the most diffi- 
cult undertakings of -mankind. They 
nuTst.be built for permanence and safe- 
ty, for they are to hist and spread prbs- 
Jierity for centuries. To design 
ami 
build such works a body of engineers 
of the highest character have been 
brought together In the reclamation ser- 
vice, for only men impartially selected 
-for capacity alone are capable of creat- 
ing these great structures.

of 12,000 Boxes and' All Must 


Be Counted. 


Philadelphia, Sept. 14.-- Geo. H. Har- 


ris of this city, is engaged In a unique 
task. Because of the dishonesty of a. 
fellow employe,'-.Harris,..employed by 
Henry M. Weaver & Son, 155 North 
Sixth street, has been'assigned the en- 
joyable task of counting 600,000 cigars. 
The- cigars must .be carefully removed 
from their boxes,',and the ribbons sur- 
rounding the bundles untied. After this 
has been done Harris will flnd addition- 
al employment In placing the fragrant 
weeds back in the boxes again. 
The statistician of the cigar factory, 


rejoicing In the fact that he escaped 
Harris1 fate, has figured out the latter's 
delightful work In the following com- 
mutations: 


"The 600,000 cigars are tied up in bun- 


dles of 50. and 12,000 boxes are required 
to hold them. If Harris counts them 
quickly he may dispose of 50'cigars in 
a minute. At this rate It will take him 
about 32,000 minutes to count the en- 
tire lot." 
'Allowing him plenty of grace, Harris 


should complete his work in 200 hours. 
This represents 25 days, allowing time 
for meals, etc., and taking it for granted 
that the counter only works eight hours 
a. day. During the progress of his work 
Harris will lose about 6,000 minutes, this 
time being lost In opening the 12,000 
boxes. To make a long story short, he 
will be engaged for about a month In 
his task."

After these conferences 
e called a board of arbitration.which 
horoughly discussed the strike and its 
ause and finally decided late yester- 
ay afternoon that work should be 
esiimed at once. The basis of settle- 
ment was a compromise, each side 
making concessions. 


The operators have agreed to pay the 


miners $2 for the "narrow" work iri. 
uestion. It has been customary for 
le miners to receive 50 cents per foot 
or "room turning," that Is, for making 
n entrance into a room. The work 
as been paid for by the foot because 
f the narrowness of the entry, which 
Hows the miner to mine, less coal. In 
he rooms the miners are paid by the 
on. 
A certain class of entries were wider 
tian usual as they entered two rooms 
nd the operators refused to pay for 
hem as entries, claiming they were 
arge enough for rooms. The usual size 
f. the entries is eight feet. The miners 
emanded $4 for driving these entries 
nd the refusal of the operators to pay 
his amount caused the strike. 


This was the only grievance and its 
ettlement caused the strike to be de- 
lared off. 
The board of arbitration was com- 
bed of the following members: S.

he miners;

Thomas, representing the operators, 
nd J. Ho well, the fifth member, chosen 
iy the others. 
Both miners and operators generally 
xpress their satisfaction' over' the 
erms of the settlement.

New York, Sept. U.—In his review of 
the market and financial conditions 
generally Henry Clews says: 
Midsummer conditions which favored 
inertia are beginning to show evidence 
of gradually passing away, hence the 
stock/market is entering a period when 
increased activity may be reasonably 
anticipated.

Habeas Corpus Proceedings. 


Judge W B. Seeds of the 
district 


court, granted the writs of habeas cor- 
pus directing Generals Bell and Chase 
to bring into court the prisoners con- 
fined In the military guard house, and 
to show cause why they should be de- 
prived of their liberty.

BTJLGABIA GIVES WARNING. 


London. Sept: 16.—An Important note 


sent by Bulgaria to'the powers'declar- 
ing that unless the latter intervene in 
Macedonia, Bulgaria will be forced to 
take such measures, as she may.deem 
necessary is held to be a pi-elude to 
the mobilization of the Bulgarian army 
unless Europe exerts herself In some 
way,to pr.event a conflict, and there is 
probably some connection between this 
eventuality and 'the decision of the 
revolutionists to revert to guerilla tac- 
tics.- which may be In order to reserve 
their resources for co-operation . with 
Bulgaria. 
The Dally Mail understands that the 


British cabinet yesterday resolved on 
naval co-operation with the powers in 
near eastern waters and that British 
warships will shortly appear at Sa- 
lonica.

The Turkish embassy in London has 


again issued a long statement warning 
the public against the unfounded re- 
ports and slanders of Bulgarian source 
dally spreading In London papers and

The theory -upon which 
tfioy arc established is entirely based on transportation 
facility and when the troops were distributed over tho'' 
country in permanent quarters,; many years agqj these 
facilities were at a low point. Since that time thousands; 
oi miles of new railroads have been constructed, stage ; 
lines nave been changed or abolished, and the character of^: 
tho army itself is not exactly as it was. For all these' 
reasons it is considered best, in the modernizing of the 
military arm of the United States which is now in prog- 
ress; to conform the location of troops to the possible needs 
of the country. General Sheridan built a line:of posts. • 
along the frontier from Texas to Montana. These posts 
are now obsolete, and tho greatest need of troops is not 
upon, the prairies but near great cities or at points from 
which they can be moved with great rapidity on numerous 
lines of railroad.

DEPARTMENT OF KANSAS. 


Tho first thing done Avill be the creation of a new de- 


partment to be known as thu Department of Kansas.' This 
will include Kimsas, Missouri, Oklahoma, and Arizona, 
New Mexico and Indian territories.. The headquarters of 
this department will be presumably at Kansas City, and 
will be quite 4 triumph for that town, as for years past a 
bitter controversy has been maintained with Omaha over 
the location at the latter place of the headquarters of the 
Department of the Platte.

Tho 
army at present is a little long on brigadiers and short on., 
satisfactory places for them to settle down while they are 
awaiting retirement. , The effect of another ;draffc upon the 
link for more staff officers will have a bad effect upon the 
army,, as many companies of infantry and troops ofccav- 
' airy are now commanded by second-'lieutenants, many of 
them appointed from civil life, and who do not know as 
much aboiit their duty as an enlisted man'who has served 
•a couple of years. The shortage-of officers is felt in all. 
^branches of the service. There are now 6.9 vacancies in the 
Crank":6f second lieutenant, and with fewi exceptions these 
will have to be filled from civil life.

THE NEW CA3IP SRERROJJ 


AS VIEWED BY EXPERTS. 


Camp Sherrod is the latest to at- 
tract attention 
in Colorado 
mining 
circles. It Is a rejuvlnated camp that 
•was abandoned twenty years ago, but 
experience teaches I hat that fact proves 
nothing to the detriment of the camp.
